They were re- 
pulsed by the stage hands and police- 
men arméd with revolvers and clubs, 
Edgar Dillavou, a high school stud- 
ent, Was knocked unconscious. A

room window. Two other chorus 
girls fainted on the stage and were 
carried off The audience thought it 
Was part of the show and did not be- 
ome greatly excited.

Mob Was Calmed Down, 
When the riot was at its height 


Suns were brandished by the def - 
ers of the theatre, Geo. Huff, director 
of athletics, faced the mob and dis- 


suaded the students from further ac- 
lion, a 

‘Murder will certainly result if you 
don't quiet,” sate Huff; “you will kiii 
the game of football." 

The first chapter ef tomght’s” pro- 
ceedings came when the exulting 
students paraded the business streets 
of Champaign, where Charles Adkins, 
speaker of the Liitnois legislature, was 
delivering a Republican speech, The 
crowd surged around his automobile 
and he finally gave up the effort to 
speak and donned an Orange and Blue 
rooters cap. After the rout of the 
speaker, the crowd raced to the upera 
house, where they were confronted by 
guard of policemen who protected 
front entrance, 

Battle at Side Door, 

A detour was then made to the side 
door, where the battle was fought 
Bricks were hurled at the windows of 
the dressing rooms and the door was 
partly battered down, It was when 
a stage hand, armed with a revolver, 
flourished the weapon at the crowd 
and threatened to shoot that Director 
Hiuff pressed. his way through the 
crowd and made his successful plea. 

The University of Illinois authorit- 
ies declated that drastic action would 
taken aga'nst the guilty students. 
Warneck, assistant aean of the 
men, was present, and he is saad to 
have procured a long list of names 
which will be presented to the fuculty 
with recommendation for punisa-
